Dehradun, the 7th December 1979 

No. 17 ( 12)/78-Reg. — In exercise of the powers conferred 
by section 32 of the Oil and Natural Gas Commission Act, 
1959 (43 of 1959), the Oil and' Natural Gas Commission, 
with the previous approval of the Central Government, here- 
by makes the following regulations further to amend the Oil 
and Natural Gas Commission Leave Regulations, 1968, 
namely : — - 

1. (1) These regulations may be called the Oil and 
Natural Gas Commission Leave (Second Amendment 1 Regu- 
lations, 1979. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publi- 
cation in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Oil and Natural Gas Commission Leave Regula- 
tions, 1 968—— 

(a) In regulation 6, item (j) shall be omitted. 

(b) In regulation 12 — 

(i) for sub-regulation (1), the following shall be 
substituted, namely : — 

“(1) The credit to be afforded to the leave 
account of each employee in respect of 
earned leave, at the commencement of each 
calendar half year shall be at a uniform 
rate of 15 days. 

(2 ) The credit afforded under clause (T ) above 
shall he reduced by 1 / 10th of the period 
of extraordinary leave availed and the 
period of dies non, if any, in the previous 
half year, subject to a maximum of 15 
days,” 

(ii) In sub-regulation (4), the following proviso 
shall be added, namely : — 

“Provided that earned leave taken us leave pre- 
paratory to retirement can be availed of 
subject to a maximum of 180 days.” 

(iii) The following clause (c) shall be inserted, be- 
low clause (bl of sub-regulation (5)— 

“(c) An employee who is granted terminal leave 
under the provisions of the Oil and 
Natural Gas Commission leave Regula- 
tions, 1968. shall be paid in lump-sum the 
amount equivalent to leave salary and 
allowances, if any, as admissible during 
such leave for the entire period of such 
leave as one time settlement instead of 
monthly payments.” 

(iv) Proviso to clause (il) of sub-section (7) shall 
be omitted. 

(v) For sub-regulation f 99 , the following shall be 
substituted, namely : — 


‘‘(9) In case the employee dies while in service, 
the cash equivalent of the leave salary that 
the deceased employee would have got had 
he gone on earned leave (that would have 
been due and admissible to him but for 
the death) on the date immediately fol- 
lowing the death and in any case, not 
exceeding leave salary for 180 days, shall 
paid to his family. 

Note : — In addition lo the cash equivalent of 
leave salary admissible under this 
regulation, the family of the deceased 
employee shall also be entitled to pay- 
m'ent of dearness allowance as admis- 
sible on the leave salary.” 

(c) Tn regulation 13 — 

(i) Clause (d) of sub-regulation (3) shall be 
omitted. 

(ii) The following proviso shall be inserted to sub- 
regulation after NOTF, 2 : — 

“Provided that leave not due may also be grant- 
ed to the temporary employees suffering 
from T.B., Leprosy, Cancer or mental illness 
for a period not exceeding 360 days during 
entire service subject to the following condi- 
tions : — 

fi) that the employee has put in a minimum 
of one year’s service, 

(ii) that the post from which the employee 
proceeds on leave is likely to last till his 
return to duty; and 

(iii) that the request for grant of such leave is 
supported by a medical certificate from an, 
institution recognised for the treatment of 
such diseases or by the Commission's 
Authorised Medical Attendant or a Specia- 
list in such diseases.” 

(cl) In regulation 14, in sub-regulation (2), in clause 
(a), in the first proviso, the following clause shall 
be inserted after clause (iii), namely : — 

“(iv) Cancer or mental illness and the application 
for leave is supported with a certficatie from an 
institution recognised for the treatment of such 
diseases or by the Commission’s Authorised 
Medical Attendant or n Specialist in such 
diseases." 

(e) In regulation 18 — 

(i) for sub-regulation (1), the following shall be 
substituted, namely : — 

“(1) A competent authority may grant to a 
female employee of the Commission, 
maternity leave on full pay which shall be 
for a period of 90 davs from the date of 
its commencement in all cases.” 

(ii) The following proviso shall be inserted to sub- 
regulation (3 ) - 

“Provided that leave of the kind due including 
commuted leave may be allowed to the 
employee, if she so desires in continuation 
of the maternity leave, upto a maximum 
of 60 davs without the production of a 
Medicnl Certificate.” 

(f) F.xisting regulation 19 shall be omitted. 

(g) Existing regulation 20 shall be re-numbered ao regu- 
lation 19, 

(h) Existing regulation 21 shall be re-numbered as regu- 
lation 20.
